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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with William S. Lightbody on October 6, 2003. 
Claims: 

Cancel claims 4,6-10, and 15-18. 
Drawings: 

Enter reference number 51 (Fig. 8) and drawing label for Fig 9. Both were 
shown in original drawings but inadvertently omitted in second drawing submission 
entered October 5, 2003. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2, 3, 5, 11, 12, 14, 20, and 21 are allowed. 
The prior art of Zimmerman does not show the power selective probe operating 
perpendicular to the longitudinal axes across the lateral cross section (claims 2 and 20); 
each pair of inductive members extending across the lateral cross section located on 
either side of the capacitive probes (claim 3); adjustment means to selectively set the 
power selective probe so as to alter the power through its respective output (claim 5); 
the impedance post located within an area described by the circle of origin at the 
electrical center of the power dividing junction and a radius of 3.5" (claim 1 1); the power 
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selective probes being located at least 1.5 wavelength in the waveguide within 0.1% of 
the center frequency of the operating bandwidth from any component located along the 
longitudinal axis of the waveguide (claim 12); the first and second power selective 
probes operating perpendicular to such longitudinal axes across the lateral cross 
section (claim 14); the distance between the power divider and the power selective 
probes being within 0.1% and 91% of the wavelength in the waveguide at the center 
frequency of the operating bandwidth (claim 21). 

Conclusion 

With respect to Applicant's amendment dated September 1 1 , 2003; objections to 
the drawings and rejections of claims 1 - 12, 14 - 18, 20, 22 and 23 under 35 U.S.C. 
112 second paragraph contained in the previous office action dated March 25, 2003 
have been withdrawn.
